nan lyudicMte stood ready to bnild the 
md on condition tbat Veneznefa wonld 
f^antee 7 per cent of the capital in- 
verted.

The guarantee was given and the road 


completed and put into operation about 
right months ago. At the outset it was 
opposed that f4.000.000 would cover the 
cost of the road, but the actual outlay 
wached abont $8,000,000. ByihetennB 
of the guarantee Venezuela now be- 
comes responsible to the German lyndi- 
cate for a 7 per cent return on this 
18,000,000. 


The road has not been in operation 


lung enough to determine what it will 
earn, but its most sanguine promoters 
do not hope that it will pay 7 per cent 
on the outlay. Whatever it earns will 
lie applied on the investment, and Ven- 
ezuela Trill then hare to give sufficient 
to bring the earnings up to 7 per cent. 


It is said to he this and similar Ger- 


man interests that are inclining the 
German government to regard with, fa- 
vor the acquisition of so. island off the 
Venezuelan coast, to be used aa a naval 
•tetion and as a sort of base of operations 
for Germany on the American conti- 
nent. 


The guarantee of Venezuela to the 


German byiidioito is of a private char- 
acter, the German government having 
no interest in the matter, but it is 
looked upon as affording a convenient 
means by which the government, in giv- 
ing protection to its citizens, could also 
carry out its desires for the acquisition 
of a naval station. 


The circumstances are sncn as to lead 


to tha belief that the United States will 
again be called upon to define to what 
extent the acquisition of territory by 
foreign powers, on South American soil, 
it compatible with the Monroe doctrine. 


Great Britain already possesses an 


{•land at the mouth of the Orinoco, on 
which a powerful naval station has been 
established. There are two other islands 
nearby, owned by Venezuela, either of 
which would be well adapted to Ger- 
many's needs. 
There is another large 


iriand further up the coast, but it con- 
Btatut«*i province of Venezuela, and its 
people have such intense loyalty to Ven- 
ezuela that they have been named "New 
Spartans'' They would undoubtedly 
resist any separation even if Venezuela 
assented to it 


At the moment that this German 


phase of the Venezuela question is mak- 
ing its appearance the British branch of 
the subject is presenting a more favor- 
able aspect. Official intelligence bas 
recently reached her that Sir Vincent 
Barringtou, representing the most ex- 
tensive British interests in Venezuela, 
has most strongly urged upon the Brit- 
ish government the importance of an 
amicable settlement with Venezuela as 
a means of protecting British, invest- 
ments in that country. 


Since the withdrawal of the British 


minister at Venezuela, as a result of the 
boundary trouble, Sir Vincent Barring- 
Ion has stood as the representative 
Briton in that country. He is at th* 
bead of the syndicate of London capi- 
talist* who built a railroad from Caracas 
to Laguayara, thus connecting the capi- 
tal with the chief seaport. 


At Lagnayara the syndicate built an 


artificial harbor with breakwaters and 
stone wharves at a cost of several mil- 
lions. Sir Vincent manages these ex- 
tensive British interests, and his appeals 
that they can be fostered best by a set- 
tlement with Venezuela will doubtless 
have an important influence on the 
foreign office. 


Senor Andrade, the Venezuelan minis- 


ter here, when asked as to Germany's 
purposes, said he had not been informed 
of any intention to acquire one of _the 
Venezuela islands for a naval station, 
although he was acquainted with the in- 
vestment of German capital in the rail- 
load and the guarantee given by the 
Venezuelan government. 


The information reaching the authori- 


ties here, however, has come from other 
•ourcas. It is believed that the new 
XTmt<?d States minister to Venezuela, 
Mr. Thomas, who has just left for his 
post, is fully conversant with the Ger- 
»an phase of the subject. It is under- 
atood also that the new Gorman minis- 
ter who is soon to arrive is likely to have 
a Ml understanding of Germany's de- 
dres concerning Venezuela.

rested upon tbe two claims that the 
patent in dispute bad been illegaly 
delayed by the American, monopoly 
la its issue, and that it was also yoid 
-because of the grant of a prior patent 
upon the same application, to tbe 
fame applicant, for the same inven- 
tion. Both of these claims the Court 
dismisses with elaborate arguments. 
Aside from the great loss which the 
public has suffered in its expecta- 
tions by this opinion, there is an 
added interest in these rulings as 
bearing upon all patent cases, as well 
at upon tuts celebrated case of tbe 
microphone.
